Oscar Crino the player admits he has 
already taken some ribbing from his team- 
-mates about the news of his involvement 
as new part-owner of the Footscray JUST 


club. 


But Crino_ the 
businessman doesn’t 
mind one bit. 


If Crino and his co- 
owners have their way, 
Footscray JUST will be 
one of the biggest and 
best clubs in the country 
five or six years down 
the road. 


The take-over of 
Footscray by a group of 
five businessmen, in- 
cluding the Socceroo 
star himself, makes 
JUST the first privately 
owned NSL club in the 
country. 

If the venture is 
successful, it won’t be 
the last. 

“The league itself 
has tried many things 
over the years to suc- 
ceed” , Crino explains. 


“But as far as private 
ownership is concerned, 
I think many people 
have sat back and 
waited for someone else 
to do it to see whether it 
works. 


“We'll be scrutinised 
closely on and off the 
field and if we can de- 
velop the ground and in- 
crease membership — if 
it is seen to be working 
— other clubs will 
follow. 

“It won’t happen 
overnight, but I am con- 
vinced that if we can run 
the club as well as we 
can, then Footscray will 
start going ahead at a

different pace than it has 
done in the past.” 


Crino would not be 
drawn on his full finan- 
cial involvement, except 
to say that he is an equal 
partner with the four 
others in the venture. 


For the time being 
Crino said he would ‘re- 
main primarily a player 
at the club, rather than 
becoming too involved 
in the day- to day 
running. 


“At the moment it’s 
a little hard to balance 
things”, he explained. 


“My involvement 
there as a part-owner is 
a long-term thing. For 
the time being I’ve got 
to concentrate on my 
game. My aim is that I 
will become more heavi- 
ly involved only when 
my playing days are 
over. 


“It shouldn’t affect 
the playing side of things 
and I certainly want to 
maintain my relation- 
ship with the players as 
it now stands.” 


Crino put paid to any 
suggestion that playing 
and training alongside a 
co-owner of the club 
might worry some of his 
team-mates. 


“Hopetully, with the 
visions we have for the 
club, no-one will want to

leave the place,” he 
said. 


“In time we will start 
attracting the very best 
players around. The pri- 
vate ownership will be 
good for me and for the 
other players at the club 
in the long term. 


“We are starting 
from the bottom up and 
attempting to see how 
the club has been run in 
the past and what went 
wrong under the old 
system. 


“Footscray JUST 
will be run as a busi- 
ness.”

TONIGHT’S (Wednesday) elimination Natio- 
nal League semifinal between Sydney 
Olympic and Marconi at St George Sta- 
dium has all the ingredients for an explo- 


sive mix. 

The “sudden death” 
nature of the game adds 
piquancy to what pro- 
mises to be a rip-roaring 
affair which may well go 
into extra-time and, 
perhaps, all the way to 
the dreaded shootout. 

The winner here will 
be back on deck on Sun- 
day to’ meet the loser of 
yesterday’s (Tuesday) 
Sydney Croatia v South 
Melbourne Hellas semi- 
final in Sunday’s minor 
semifinal. 

The winner of yester- 
day’s preliminary semifi- 
nal takes on minor pre- 
miers Wollongong City 
in the major semifinal, 
also on Sunday. 

Going to press before 
the outcome of either 
midweek game is known 
makes a mockery of 
forecasting as far as Sun- 
day’s semifinals are con- 
cerned. 

A searching peer in 
our crystal ball didn’t do 
the trick either, but 
here’s a bold, totally 
subjective, and reckless- 
ly fearless, prediction: 
Croatia and Olympic to 
win midweek to set the 
stage for an “all- 
Greek” Olympic-South 
Melbourne Hellas derby 
and a Wollongong- 
Croatia clash on 
Sunday. 

And while we’re on a 
fishing expedition, why 
not take the bait? 

With no degree of 
confidence whatsoever, 
and for what it’s worth, 
South Melbourne and 
Croatia will survive Sun- 
day’s double bill to link 
up with the Wolves to 
do battle for the NSL’s 
1988 crown! 

The one semifinal that 
does offer a chance for 


some analysis -- Marconi 
v Sydney Olympic -- is 
also the hardest to pick. 

Despite a last round 
NSL win against Apia 
Leichhardt. when no- 
thing was at stake, Mar- 
coni have yet to shake 
the slump which over- 
took them several weeks 
ago and which just won’t 
let go. 

They seem to have 
lost their rhythm and 
their attack, so devastat- 
ing earlier in the season, 
is not operating as effec- 
tively. 

A lot will depend on 
Frank Farina, a match- 
winner in his own right 
when he is fit. 

Unfortunately for 
Marconi, this has not 
been the case recently. 

Farina’s energy-sap- 
ping heroics for the 
national team have 
taken their toll, but 
don’t write him or the 


potentially lethal Mar- 
coni strike force off, 
even if Fred de Jong is 
sidelined. 

Marconi’s attack must 
be spot-on to make any 
impression on the tight, 
aggressive Olympic 
defence. 

Olympic’s cover de- 
fence had little trouble 
containing Marconi 
when the two teams met 
in a league game only 
three weeks ago on the 
same ground. 


Look for another eye- 
catching display from 
young fullback David 
Barrett who gives every 
indication he is headed 
for international hon- 
ours in the not too dis- 
tant future. 

Possession of the mid- 
field will play a crucial 
part in shaping the 
result. 


On paper, both clubs 
have strong claims in 
this vital department, 
the engine room of any 
team. 


Current form here

NSL match programming | 


IN last week’s issue, a deal of the carryover of 
our page one story to page eight on the subject 
of Wollongong City and the strange arrange- 
ment of the NSL semi-finals was placed on the 
page out of order. 

We regret the mistake, but it remains 
appropriate to mention with clarity the point 
that was made concerning the programming of 
NSL matches, as we believe that the NSL did 
much less than was required by the Soccer 
public. 

The points that were made were: 

© At the start of the year the elimination and pre- 
liminary semi-finals were set down for August 14, but 
these were switched to allow for the Beach Fashions 
Cup final. 

@ The weekly continuity and publicity fired up for the 
gtand final series was badly handicapped. 

© The recently announced decision to give the games 
to the home states of the teams which finish highest. 

@ A dreadful corollary in which the 2.75 million 
population city of Melbourne has been left without a 
game in the series so far. 

Had the Beach Fashions final been allocated to Mel- 
bourne, the two top five matches could have been big 
crowd-pullers in Sydney on Sunday week, 

If that did not please the power brokers, then a 
Wednesday night final hopefully would have been 
possible with the sponsor’s consent. 

The way things have been done it is easy to calculate 
a@ loss of over $50,000 compared with an approach that 
put the matches into better perspective. 

The strange point is that the League’s own coffers 
would have greatly benefitted from an enhanced share 
of the gate receipts. 
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THE NSW State 
Government's deci- 


sion not to go 
ahead with the sale 
of the Sydney Foot- 
ball Stadium is 
good news for 
Soccer. 

Earlier this year it was 
feared that the state-of- 
the-art venue would be 
lost to the code had the 
NSW Rugby League 
agreed to buy it. 

Instead of selling the 
stadium, which cost $62 
million to build, NSW 
Sports Minister Bob 
Rowland Smith last 
week unveiled a “rescue 
package”’ to stem the 
Sydney Cricket & Sports 
Ground Trust’s $60 mil- 
lion debt. 


This horrific figure, 
however, is not as 
staggering as it seems: a 
large part of the deficit 
can be attributed to the 
construction of the sta- 
dium, which was com- 
pleted some nine 
months ago. 


The consultants com- 
missioned by the State 
Government, Baring 
Brothers Halkerston & 
Partners, to investigate 
the sale of the Sydney 
Football Stadium to re-

pay the huge losses, 
found it was not finan- 
cially feasible to do so in 
order to meet the debt. 

They estimated the 
stadium could only be 
sold for between $14 
million and $35 million. 

“Obviously, the Gov-

Rowland Smith said 
with unassailable logic, 
let us hasten to add.

The best dates for internationals which will cap- 
ture wide public support in Australia are probably 
from late May to the end of June. 

This overall situation will not arise until 1990, but 
a deal of planning and an allocation of responsibili- 
ties between the ASF, the NSL and the States will call 
for some outstanding teamwork if Soccer is to im- 


prove its position on the Australian sports scene.

Ollie’s 
sad 
demise 


Former Socceroo 
champion Peter 
Ollerton has been 
banned from the 
game for 10 years 
after being found 
guilty on a charge of 
violent conduct 
against referee Jin 
Fearn in a Victorian 
Second Division 
game. 

Ollerton, 37, who re- 
turned to lower grade 
Soccer after ending an 
NSL coaching stint with 
Melbourne Croatia, was 
informed of the ban last 
Thursday morning and 
he has indicated he will 
appeal against the deci- 
sion. 

Ollerton faced the 
Victorian Soccer 
Federation tribunal last 
Wednesday evening on 
charges of using foul and 
abusive language and 
then using violent con- 
duct against Fearn. 

The 10-year ban 
means he cannot play, 
coach or officiate in any 
capacity in any league 
game within Australia. 

Prior to the hearing, 
Ollerton indicated he 
would fight any decision 
to ban him from Soccer 
completely but con- 
ceded that he expected a 
life ban from actually 
playing. 

But any suggestion 
that the big fait-haired 
former Socceroo could 
move interstate to con- 
tinue his career in Soc- 
cer was refuted by. 
George Wallace at VSF 
headquarters. 

Wallace stated that 
the ban would effective- 
ly be world-wide. 

“We inform the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federa- 
tion of the results, which 
in turn passes them on 
to FIFA if it deems it 
necessary”, Wallace 
explained. 

Ollerton, capped 55 
times for Australia, has 
remained actively in- 
volved in the NSL until 
a spell as Melbourne 
Croatia coach ended 
late last year. 

His name had been 
suggested many times as 
jobs have fallen vacant. 
Until last week’s deci- 
sion it was thought 
Ollerton’s return to 
coaching in the State 
League or the NSL 
would be near certain. 

Ollerton, although 
distressed by the result 
of last week’s hearing, 
apologised to Fearn for 
the incident and stated 
he also wanted to apolo- 
gise publicly.

I am referring to 
Tehran’s 100,000-capac- 
ity Aryamehr Stadium, 
once the pride of Asian 
sport — built for the 
1974 Asian Games — 
which was packed to the 
rafters for its official 
opening when Australia 
played Iran in their 
World Cup qualifier in 
August, 1973. é 

The stadium still 
stands, but has fallen 
into a shocking state of 
disrepair — and disre- 
pute. 

The vast Aryamehr 
complex is now one 
huge concentration 
camp, used by the Ira- 
nian regime to herd 
thousands of Iraqi pris- 
oners, captured during 
the murderous 10-year 
war between the two 
Middle Eastern neigh- 
bours. 

The once impeccably 
manicured turf on which 
Rale Rasic’s Socceroos 
withstood almost in- 
human pressure to pre- 
serve the three-goal 
advantage they had 
brought with them from 
Sydney is now a stench- 
filled dustbowl. 

The elegant change 
rooms probably serve as 
not too genteel in- 
terrogation chambers, 
while the goalposts, no 
doubt, are used as 
clothes lines for the un- 
kempt inmates . . . 

And gatekeepers, of 
course, have long since 
been replaced by gun- 
toting Islamic guards. 

Alas, Iran is not the 
first, nor unfortunately 
the last, in this sacrile- 
gious abuse of football 
grounds. 

Over the years, many 
such lavish stadiums 
have been built around 
the world with some- 
thing more sinister than 
football in mind. 

In 1973, Santiago’s 
Stadio Nacional, site of 
the 1962 World Cup 
final, was transformed 
into a giant internment 
camp for political oppo- 


puansane =P. 
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nents of the triumphant 
military. junta which 
overthrew President 
Salvadore Allende. 

In the late fifties and 
early sixties, when Presi- 
dent Sukarno held sway 
in Indonesia, the Soviet 
Union all but donated 
Jakarta’s impressive 
70,000-seater Senayan 
stadium, which was 
promptly used for mas- 
sive military parades 
and political rallies. 

The stadium, in which 
the Young Socceroos 
played last week, has 
rarely been filled for 
Soccer, but Sukarno’s 
henchmen had no trou- 
ble packing it with ador- 
ing, chanting throngs at 


most were even paid to 
show up! 

Saigon’s much more 
modest stadium was, of 
course, used by the 
South Vietnamese to 
round up Viet Cong 
prisoners. 

Later, the shoe was 
on the other feet, so to 
speak, as it was the turn 
of the victorious North 
Vietnamese — when 
they “liberated” Ho Chi 
Minh City — to intern 
South Vietnamese loyal- 
ists there. 

Seoul’s old Soccer 
ground, now superseded 
by the magnificent 
Olympic Stadium, has

tions at the next annual 
general meeting. 

“We have to be selec- 
tive to ensure that all 
clubs are of the best 
quality possible, to drive 
Soccer ahead as a major 
sport for the nineties.” 

In addition, the 
Federation is currently 
examining the possibil- 
ity of consultants being 
engaged to assist clubs 
to gain sponsorships and 
assist with promotions. 

Another innovation is 
expected to come at 
board level. 

In the plan’s second 
stage the board of di- 


rectors is to be restruc- 


tured. 

It will be expanded to 
enable the appointment 
to be made of outside 
directors, with special 
skills in such areas as 
marketing and public re- 
lations. 

General manager Ian 
Holmes said: “It is pro- 
posed to increase the 
term of office of di- 


rectors, to facilitate put- 
ting in place long-term 
policies.” 

From the club view- 
point, he added: “It has 
been recognised by the 
directors and the clubs 
that some sacrifices will 
be involved: for the ulti- 
mate good of the game. 

“More professional 
management will be re- 
quired, and clubs will 
have to decide what 
price they can pay for 
the services that are 
needed.” 

But down the track 
comes a highly innova- 
tive third phase. 

A further club recon- 
struction is envisaged, 
which will lead to 
franchising of clubs 
within given boundaries, 
and possible funding of 
clubs through sharehol- 
ding.

* There has a been a surprising lack of interest shown 
by British and European clubs in Norman Whiteside, 
who is keen to leave Manchester United. The Northern 
Irish international has been available for almost three 
months, but nary an offer to date. United denied that 
Greek club Panathiniakos had offered $2 million for 
Whiteside. 

* Tony Cottee, West Ham United’s England in- 
ternational striker, joined Everton for a record transfer 
fee of $6.2 million last week.So much for financial 
sanity. 

* Romario, the scorer of Brazil’s second Bicentennial 
Gold Cup final goal against Australia, is set to join the 
exodus to Italy. Pescara is bidding for him. Geovani and 
Andrade are also calcio-bound. 

* Italy’s national amateur team has completed its 
close-season tour of Canada. The Azzurri played four 
games in eight days and posted 2 wins, a draw and a 
loss. The Italians beat a Montreal XI 4-1 and downed 
an Ottawa select team 2-0. Their 0-0 draw was against 
the Toronto Blizzard and the only loss (0-1) occurred 
against Windsor, a team from the province of Ontario. 

* Glasgow Rangers’ 1987/88 transfer spree cost them 
$6.5 million and left the club in the red for $2.6 million 
last season. And these figures don’t include coach 
Graeme Souness’ recent purchase of striker Kevin 
Drinkell and England fullback Gary Stevens. The 
staggering loss is unlikely to put a stop to the Ibrox 
buying. Some 22,000 season tickets have already been 
sold for the upcoming Scottish season. 

* The West German Super Cup, between the winners 
of the Bundesliga and the Cup winners, has been won 
by League champions Werder Bremen with a 2-0 vic- 
tory over Eintracht Frankfurt. The match was played in 
Frankfurt. Werder’s goals came from Karl-Heinz Rie- 
die, in the 24th minute, and Manfred Burgsmuller, in 
the 89th. In several European countries a similar Super 
Cup heralds the start of the new season. 

* Soccer has been “kick-started” into life in America to 
add credence to the successful bid for the 1994 World 
Cup. Attendances in the new American Soccer League, 
however, are strictly bush league. The Fort Lauderdale 
Strikers are the biggest drawcard with 4,600 fans a 
game. Lurking at the bottom are the Miami Sharks with 
only 900 supporters. The average throughout the league 
is a mere 1,977. All of which is a far cry from the 
average home crowd of 50,000 the Cosmos used to 
attract at Giants Stadium in the late seventies. 

* The Kuwaiti FA has been fined $10,000 by FIFA for 
providing insufficient security for an international 
against Bahrain. The same Kuwaitis copped another 
$20,000 fine for attempting to bribe the referee of their 
Asian Cup clash with Qatar on January 2. 

* Poland followed their 2-0 win against the USA natio- 
nal team with a 2-1 victory over Canada in a four-team 
international tournament in Toronto in which Red Star 
Belgrade were held to a scoreless draw by the Toronto 
Blizzard, one of the remnants of the now-defunct North 
American Soccer League. 

* Some 40 spectators and a dozen police were seriously 
injured in an all-out brawl during a recent match in 
India. Fans from the opposing Mohun Bangan and East 
Bengal FC clashed on the terraces. They are traditional 
rivals in Indian Soccer and the game had been transfer- 
ted to the large Salt Lake Stadium in Calcutta to avoid 
disturbances — apparently, to no avail. 

* Dinamo Zagreb’s brilliant midfield general, Haris 
Skoro, seen in Australia earlier this year, was all set to 
join TC Torino, but the Italian club is still waiting for 
the Yugoslav FA’s clearance. 
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One of the consultants of the plan claims, and 
rightly so, that the Luton concept will “take us back 
to the 1908 Olympic Games at the White City when 
Britain led the world in the design of sporting 
venues.”

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Private Armies Slammed 


SEVERAL English, Dutch and West German clubs have announced con- 
troversial plans to hire private security men to combat hooliganism in the 
near future. 

Without a doubt, this takes the prize as the year’s most hare-brained scheme. 

All sane thinkers everywhere must oppose it vigourously. 

The following clubs are on the verge of launching the private army initiative: Ajax 
and Feyenoord of Holland; West Germany’s FC Koln and Bayer Leverkrusen, and 
Birmingham City, Aston Villa and West Bromwich Albion — the English Midlands 
trio. 

Any such move must be condemned as dangerous and totally irresponsible. 

It is a surefire formula for disaster — a tragedy waiting to happen: all that is 
needed is for a paramilitary bully to hit someone too hard on the skull with a billy 
stick, and you would have a dead person on your hands. 

The whole concept is just too fraught with peril and has to be vetoed by the 
national soccer associations concerned. 

This is only a poor attempt to fight hooligans on the cheap. 

Private security people, inexperienced in crowd control, would provoke rather 
than control the yobos. 

The unenvious task of tackling public order problems must be left in the capable 
hands of the police. 

Riot police in the Netherlands and West Germany, if not England, have been 
handling major street disturbances for years. 

Private security firms must play no part in subduing brawls in the stands or the 
invasion of playing fields. E 

Legal problems would also arise as privateers would be liable to civil suits for 
assault on fans. 

Last season, British clubs reportedly paid $8 million to the police for the use of 
constables inside League grounds. 

Holland's bill was in the vicinity of $2 million, but in the Bundesliga it was a less 
prohibitive $900,000. 

This attempt to combat hooliganism on the cheap in all three countries follows 
decisions by police authorities to double their charges for keeping order on and 
around football stadiums next season. 

In the UK, the police says the clubs must pay more, and ratepayers less, of the 
cost. 

FC Koln claims that private security firms would charge a whopping 70 percent less 
than the police and that the considerable savings could keep them from going 
bankrupt. 

Let us all fervently hope that Australia never reaches the stage where private 
ammies and vigilantes are needed. 

That’s one overseas trend we can — and must live without.
